meeting of the Greek chamber, the 
new attack of former Premier Veni- 
zelous on the policy of the govern- 
ment and his criticism of King Con- 
stantine's interference with "consti- 
tutional liberties" of the Greek peo- 
ple are recent stages of the new po- 
litical crisis which for the time be- 
ing has overshadowed the military 
situation in the Balkans. According 
to latest information from 
Athens, 


the king is expected to continue the 
Zaimis cabinet and dissolve parlia- 
ment rather than accept the other al- 
ternative of permitting M. Venizelos 
to return to power. 


King Constantine is said to be in 


thorough sympathy with the conduct 
before the chamber of General Yana- 
kitsas, war minister, whose remarks 
brought on the crisis, and to have 
demonstrated 
appreciation 
of 
the 


minister's force by appointing him 
an aide de camp. 


In view of the large range of pos-

[Associated Press Correspondence] 
•Paris, Oct. 26.—Friends of Pe- 


goud, the French aviator, are plan- 
ning to make a permanent record of 
bis services to aviation toy publishing 
his diary, which contains a minute 
and characteristic chroncile of 
his 


daily work. His activity as shown 
toy his 
diary, 
was extraordinary. 


During the month of August, for ex- 
ample, there were eleven days of 
rain and two days when he was pre- 
vented from flying by accidents to 
bis machine. On the other eighteen 
days he chased 21 German machines, 
fought, two "pitched battles" In the 
air and made more than a score of 
reconnaisances. 
A characteristic bit from the diary 


is published in the Paris Journal, de- 
scribing Pegoud's journey of Decem- 
ber 27, when he lost his way and 
nearly ran out of petrol in the ene- 
my's country. 
The airman writes: 
"Weather cloudy. Morning obser- 


vation at Verdun. 
No Boche aero- 


plane about. 13.20 leave with light 
shells for 'Nantillois. At 4,200 feet 
over (Bras I get into clouds. Fog and 
rain continue over Nantillois. More 
than 'beastly. My machine in all po- 
sitions. 
Can see nothing. Am con- 


tinually wiping my glasses; compass 
jammed. 
"After 1 1-2 hours of all sorts of 


worry, drive to get my position. I 
notice 1,800 feet under the clouds a 
fine captive balloon and 
drop my 


eight 'bom'bs. 
General panic in the 


company. Several -guns are fired at 
me, I rise up into the fog. Lost 
again. Drive down to see, and con- 
tinue flight at 3,000 feet. Up again 
among the clouds and drive down to 
2,400 feet. 
"I steady the machine and compass 


and take the direction southwest. I 
have an hour's petrol left. Swearing 
like a pickpocket. It's the limit. I 
don't know where I am and am fired 
at. I am 2,400 feet up. Up into 
clouds. Down again. 
Note a rather 


large station. 
Am shot at. Up in- 


to the clouds again. 
Dive 26 min- 


utes later and am again over 
the 


station. 
I'm like a 
roaring wild

Only 15 litres of petrol left. 


Don't know where I am, am shot at. 
I make ap my mind, and am going 
to fly under the clouds at 2,400 feet 
southwest till petrol gives out, de- 
spite shots.

BRITAIN'S T. W. C. A. AT HOME AND ABROAD 


Shall wo take a 'glance at some of 


the forms of Christian social work 
existing inside the British Y. W. 
C. A.? 


First, comes the social service 


council which has its committee at 
headquarters in London. The work 
of this council is varied. Equal in- 
vestigation and help is given wheth- 
er the work concerns an individual or 
a class. 


The association has been one of 


many in helping to get the criminal 
law amendment act dealing with the 
white slave traffic. 
At the time of 


framing the details of the 
national 


health insurance act, an association 
representative was one of a deputa- 
tion received by the chancellor of the 
exchequer and spoke with regard to 
certain clauses concerning women. 


The Y. W. C. A. organized 
the 


traveler's aid society. The hearts of 
many parents and many 
girls are 


full ot gratitude for this protective 
work. 
In London, the 
Theatrical 


Home lately taken over by the asso- 
ciation is fulfilling a long felt need. 
There is a weekly informal religious 
service for girls and as 
the 
occu- 


pants of the rooms are continually 
changing, a large number of young 
women are present at this service in 
the course of a year. 


A great number of Scandinavian, 


French, Germans and Swiss young 
women who come to London to go 
into household service are shielded 
and protected through the kindly of- 
tices of the Y. W. C. A. 


In the organization known as the 


Federation of Working Girls' clubs, 
hundreds of girls have been helped. 
The objects of the federation are to 
promote 
the 
physical, 
industrial, 


moral and spiritual welfare of work- 
ing girls, to lead them to a knowl- 
edge of Christ as their Savior and to 
unite and strengthen by co-operation 
and ^sympathy all working girls' 
clubs engaged m work along those 
lines. 


"It was a time of great inspira- 


tion to have a United Girls' Club ser- 
vice in St. Paul's cathedral when the 
London clubs within reach sent 3000 
factory and working girl 
members. 


The great cathedral with its quiet 
and misty light was full of girls that 
night who had come straight from 
their 
noisy 
factories 
and 
work* 


rooms. The music was led by a well 
known choir and the most famous 
military band we have." But It was 
not external things which brought 
inspiration alone—it was this great 
congregation of working girls rev- 
erently and keenly taking part in the 
responses and singing and realizing 
the force for 
righteousness 
which 


they could be in the city. 


"Thou hast made us for thyself 


O Lord; and our heart is restless 
until it rests in Thee." 


The British contribution to the 


foreign department centers mainly 
in India and Africa 
A small share 


of it in China and Japan. In 1913 
Britain had 33 foreign secretaries. 


Twenty years ago in India not a 


single Y. W. C. A. 


Now there is not a single large 


city in India where there are Eng- 
lish speaking girls but has a Y. W. 
C. A. What h*B/been the result of 
the work of the Y. W. C. A.? First 
of all, homes and institutes in every 
city—Holiday homos, some of them 
in the Himalaya mountains 
where 


girls who year in and jear out work 
in the fierce heat of the 
Punjab 


plains may get their first draught 
of the fresh mountain breezes. Girls 
who come back to their work re- 
freshed in body and often, very of- 
ten, knowing something of the life 
that is life indeed—the life everlast- 
ing. 


The Indian government at 
first 


ignored the work but now they seek 
consultation and advice from both 
Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. 


Great Britain had in 1913 twelve 


foreign secretaries in Africa and the 
work goes on. 


A merchant 
came 
from 
South 


Africa to London. 
In 
discussing 


this work with thp secretary he said: 


"Send out your women soon, so 


that they will establish the work in 


\ the towns before these places be- 
come big cities." 


Africa is still a country in the 


making. 
How necessary it is to 


start the work in time. 
Britain is 


awake to this situation and is heed- 
ing the call.

TOK FOR IWRCKIWVT'S DEATH 


ON RAILROAD 


When Swli Death Was Instantaneous 


to be Decided by U. S. Supreme 


Court.

Washington, 
Xov. , 5 —Whether 


the personal lepresentative of a. rail- 
road employee killed while engaged 
in interstate commerce, may recover 
from a railroad for the "injury to 
the decedent" in cases of "instan- 
taneous" death of tiie employee, was 
presented to the supreme court to- 
day for dcision. ft 


The case in which the point was 


argued was that of W. N. Shew alter, 
administrator of Robert K. She-wal- 
ler, against the Carolina, Clinchfleld 
and Ohio railway. 
Robert K. Shew- 


alter, a fireman on that road, was 
killed outright when his locomotive 
hit a boulder which had rolled down 
the mountain side across the track. 
Judgment for $15,000 was rendered, 
but later reduced to $10,000. 


The supreme court of Tennessee 


held that no recovery could be held 
for injury to the deceased when his 
death had been instantaneous. 
No 


claim for pecuniary loss to survivors 
was averred in the suit. 
Aitornejs 


for the estate however, claim that 
the defense is a relic of the barbar- 
ism of the common law, abolished by 
the 1910 amendment to the federal 
employers' liability law.

The Tageblatt points out however, 


that the decision as to the nation's 
future course is dependent 
not on 


secret treaties ol the opposition lead- 
er, but on the provisions of the con- 
stitution 
which 
gives 
King Con- 


stantine free reign to appeal to 
the 


people. 
The King can adjourn the 


chamber for some time and then or- 
der new elections, following 
which 


there would be a 
delay of 
several 


weeks before the assembling of the 
new chamber. During this long period 
the king would be able to place the 
nation's affairs in the hands of men 
of his own choice. There is no pres- 
ent reason, the Tagelatt concludes, 
to expect an immediate reversal of 
the policy of Groece.

Among the inns that put forward a
